Gross receipts of the office for the 
1925 calendar year were $14,670.05 and 
the record for 1936 exceeded this fig- 
ure by $13,000 for a total of $27,733. 

The report shows a steady gain in 
gross receipts for the office for each 
year beginning with 1930. by which 
time the total receipts had climbed to 
318.254. 

The receipts were more than $20,- 
000 for the first time during the year 
1933. The year following they were 
$21,000 and more and in 1935 they
